The first horseless carriage ever 


seen on the streets of the city of 
Fort Wayne arrived here this morn- 
ing at 3 o'clock. The automobile con- 
tained 
two young men, Messrs. 


Henry 8. Pickands and H. B. Tuttle, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, and they put up 
their machine at the livery barn of 
Messrs. Winklemeyer & Hans, on 
West Main street, and registered at 
the Wayne hotel, where they weie 
seen this morning by a representa- 
tive of The Sentinel. Mr. Pickands, 
the-owner of the vehicle, obligingly 
furnished the reporter with a good 
deal of information regarding it and 
told of several of their experiences 
while en route from Cleveland. They 
left the University club in that city 
at 7 a. m. on Wednesday and came by 
way of Toledo, averaging about fif- 
teen miles an hour. 
They stated 


that the roads were mostly in excel- 
lent condition and that they often 
made twenty miles an hour on a good 
piece of road, that being the limit of 
speed of the machine. 


Mr. Tuttle stated that when about 


ten miles this side of Defiance, Ohio, 
they met with an accident that nearly 
wrecked their automobile and dis- 
abled the occupants. 
They were 


making about eighteen miles an hour 
on a down grade, when the vehicle 
ran into a rail that had been placed 
across the road for some unknown 
purpose. The dashboard was broken 
and both young men had their legs 
severely cut and bruised, but for- 
tunately, though the vehicle suffered 
some damage, the machinery was un- 
injured and they were able to pro- 
ceed to the next town, where the 
breakage was repaired. Mr. Tuttle 
said that the sight of the rig had 
often frightened horses along the 
line, but no serious runaways had oc- 
curred as far as he knew. 


The carriage was built by the Win- 


ton Motor Carriage company and its 
weight, complete, is 1,600 pounds. 
It is a one-seated affair, will carry 
three persons, is fitted with a six- 
horse power, single explosion gaso- 
line engine, and is capable of mak- 
ing twenty miles an hour. It is 
fitted with pneumatic tires, has a 
hood, and is withal a handsome and 
serviceable turnout. 


The amout of gasoline consumed is 


one gallon for twenty-five miles, and 
as a five-gallon tank is carried, they 
can go 125 miles without replenish- 
ing. 


The carriage was surrounded by a 


curious crowd all morning and a 
large number of people witnessed its 
departure, which was made early in 
the afternoon. The gentlemen will 
visit Columbia City and other Indi- 
ana towns along the road, and they 
expect to reach Chicago some time 
tomorrow morning, provided no acci- 
dents occur. They will visit in Chi- 
cago for a few weeks, but have not 


followed. The action must be rati- 
fied by the general membership.

Fiederick Kromer, another of the 


aged citizens of Allen county, passed 
away at 12:30 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing at his home in Washington town- 
ship, on the Auburn road, five miles 
from this city. 
Mr. Kromer had

months and 11 days, and for a pe- 
riod of fifty-three years has resided 
upon the farm where he died.

Mr. Kromer was a native of Nied-

When he reached 
Fort Wayne his entire capital con- 
sisted of the clothing which he worn 
and 25 cents in cash, which he spent 
for his first night's lodging.

in seaich of a place to make his per- 
manent home. His choice finally fell 
upon Allen county, and he entered 
and settled upon the farm which has 
since been his home. This was a vii- 
gin forest, and it was the labor of 
succeeding years to transform it into 
an improved farm of wonderful fer- 
tility. 


Mr. Kromer was the father of ten 


children,seven of whom surviv. They 
are Charles, Christian and Henry 
Kromer, Miss Matilda Kromer, Mrs. 
Emma Beverforden, Mrs. Minnie 
Lehmkuhler and Mrs. Mary Bloom, 
of Wildwood, Fla. Fred and Gottleib 
Kromer and Mrs. Sophia Beverfor- 
den preceded the father to the great 
beyond.

AN INVASION THAT FAILED. 


New Yoik, Aug 18.—A dispatch 


to the Herald from Santo Domingo 
says: Another invasion from Hayti 
was attempted Tuesday. The govern- 
ment foices met the insurgents near 
Monte Ciisti and aftei lively fight- 
in° the mvadeis weie dispersed and 
it is repotted some of them weie cap- 
tuied.

here last evening ou the steamer 
Capella, having successfully com- 
pleted their explorations in Franz 
Josef Land. Mr. Wellman discovered 
important new lands and many is- 
lands. 


The expedition brings a grim story 


of Arctic tragedy. In the autumn of 
1898 an outpost called Fort McKinley 
was established in latitude 81. It 
was a house built of rocks and roofed 
over with walrus hide. Two Nor- 
wegians, Paul Bjorvig and Bert Bent- 
sen, the latter of whom was with 
Nansen on the Fram, lemained there. 
The main party wintered in a can- 
vas-coveied hut called Harmswoith 
house, at Cape Tegethoff, on the 
southein point of Hall's island, lati- 
tude 80. 


SLEDGE TRIP IN FEBRUARY. 
About the middle of February, be- 


foie the lise of the sun to its winter 
height, Mr. Wellman, with three Nor- 
wegians and forty-five dogs, started 
north. It was the earliest sledge 
journey on record in that high lati- 
tude. 


On reaching Fort McKinley Mr. 


Wellman found Bentsen dead, but 
Bjorvig. according to promise, had 
kept the body in the house, sleeping 
beside it through two months of Arc- 
tic daikness. Notwithstanding his 
terrible experience the survivor was 
safe and cheerful. 


Pushing northward through rough 


ice and severe storms, with a contin- 
uous temperature for ten days be- 
tween 40 and 50 degrees below zero, 
the party found new lands north of 
Freedom island, where Nansen land- 
ed in 1895. 'By the middle of March 
all hands were confident of reaching 
latitude 87 or 88, if not the pole 
itself. 
VICTIMS OF MANY DISASTERS. 


Then began a sucession of disas- 


teis. Mi. Wellman, while leading 
the party, fell into a snow-coverecl 
crevasse, seriously in luring one of 
his legs and compelling a retreat. 
Two days later the party was aroused 
at midnight by an icequake under 
them, due to pressure. In a few mo- 
ments many dogs were crushed and 
the sledges destroyed. The members 
of the expedition narrowly escaped 
with their lives, although they man- 
aged to save their precious sleeping 
bags and some dogs and provisions. 


On Mr. Wellman's condition becom- 


ing alarming, as inflammation set in, 
the brave Norwegians dragged him 
on a sledge, by forced marches, near- 
ly 200 miles to headquarters, arriv- 
ing there eaily last April Mr. Well- 
man is still unable to walk and will 
probably be permanently crippled. 


NEW LANDS ARE EXPLORED. 
After reaching1 headquarters other 


membeis of the expedition explored 
legions hitheito unknown and im- 
poitant scientific work was done by 
Lieut. Evelyn B. Baldwin, of the 
United States weather buieau; Dr. 
Edward Hoi ma. of Grand Haven, 
Mich., and A. Harlan. of the United 
States coast suivey. The expedition 
killed foity-seven bears <ind many 
walruses. 


The Capella ai rived at Cape Teget- 


hoff in seaich of the expedition July 
27 last. August 9 she met the Stella 
Polar, bearing the expedition heade.l 
by Prince Luigi, duke of Abruzzi, 
which had sailed from Archangel to 
leconnoiter noithwest Franz Josef 


i Land and to meet, if possible, the 
Wellman expedition. 


Mr. Wellman and his companions 


found no trace in Franz Josef Land 
of the missing aeronaut. Professor 
Andree. 


geodetic survey' and the Unite! 
SUtfK weather bureau, co-operated 
with him in the scientific prepara- 
tions for the enterprise. 


Lieutnant Baldwin, who was for- 


mrly a companion of Peary, and Dr. 
Hoffman and Mr. Harlan, a physicist 
fiom the United States coast and 
geodetic survey, accompanied him. 
The whole party, which included the 
Norwegians experienced in Arctic- 
work, numbered ten. 


The vessel in which the expedition 


left Tromsoe, the Fridtjof, 
sailed 


June 27, 1898. While the Fridtjof 
was at Archangel, Russia, where she 
touched before starting northward

ASHORE AT CAPE TEOETHOFF. 


On August 30, 1898, the Fridtjof. 


which was one of the stoutest and 
best ice steamers obtainable in Nor- 
way, 
returned to Tromsoe and re- 


ported having landed the Wellman 
party at Cape Tegethoff, and that Mr. 
Wellman had established a supply 
house neat Cape Flora. It was Mi. 
Wellman's declared intention before 
he sailed to have the Fridtjof go 
back to Tromsoe after carrying him 
to Franz Josef Laud, and then return 
for the party the next summer. The 
news of the return of the expedition 
is the fiist intelligence of it which 
the world has had since August 30, 
1898.

Leaving two 01 
three men in charge at Cape Flora, 
he was to push on north with half a 
dozen others, taking small canvas 
boats, sledges and dogs, and after 
passing Cape Fligely, latitude 82 
(reached by Payer in 1874), to build 
a hut to winter in, shooting bear, 
seal and walrus for food. He planned 
to wait there foi spring and then, 
when the light returned, to set out in 
earnest upon a sledge journey to the 
pole if conditions were favorable. 


Mr. Wellman is a native of Ohio 


and has a family of five daughters.

again. 


Mr. Wellman went abroad in 1897 


and laid his plans for the second ex- 
pedition before Nansen, the explorer. 
He unfolded the details of a sledge 
trip of 110 days for 550 miles to the 
north pole by way of Franz Josef 
Land, which lies almost north from 
Nova Zembla, and had previously 
been explored as far as latitude 82, 
and said that he intended to estab- 
lish a supply station at Cape Flora, 
in latitude 80.

Berlin, Aug. 18.—Emperor William 


yesterday unveiled a mcr'iuient to 
the dead of the regiment of the First 
Guards on the St. Privat battlefield, 
in the vicinity of Metz. In the ad- 
dress which his majesty made on the 
occasion he said: 


"Hallowed recollections attend to- 


day's festival, making hearts beat 
higher. My First regiment of foot 
guards is represented by one com- 
pany, its glorious flags and many old 
comrades who fought and bled on this 
spot. 


"I unveil this monument in re- 


membrance of those who fell on the 
field of battle. This ceremony also 
takes place in the presence of my 
youngest 'regiment and the whole 
r.rmy, represented by the troops of 
the Sixteenth corps. 


"This is almost the only regiment 


which has not hitherto been repre- 
sented by a monument on this bipod- 
drenched field. Yet it had full claim 
to one. Although it is nearly related 
by history to my h,ousc, whose 
princes and kings it has been called 
upon to train up, and though it 
might rightly, therefore, be consid- 
ered as a family household regiment, 
yet my grandfather did not hesitate 
for a moment to sacrifice to the 
welfare of the coutry troops so dear 
to him. History tells how the regi- 
ment fought, bled and fulfilled its 
oath, and how its behavior evoked 
the praise and its sorrows the tears 
of the great emperor. This regiment, 
with me as its senior comrade, today 
sets up a memorial of sttone to its 
sets up a memorial of stone to its

design of this monument 


differs from that usual on battle- 
fields. 


"A mail-clad archangel leans in 


calm repose on a sword adorned with 
the regiment's proud motto: "Semper 
Talis.' I desire the meaning of this 
figure to be generally It.-own.

"It stands on this blood-stained 


field as a guardian of all the brave 
soldiers of both armies, French and 
German, who fell here. For

French soldiers who found a glorious 
grave nt St. Privat also

bravely and heroically for their em- 
pci-or and fatherland. 


"When our flags are lowered in 


greeting before this bronze statue 
and flutter mournfully over 
the 


graves of our dear comrades, may 
they wave over the tombs of our foes 
uml whisper that we think sorrowful- 
ly of their brave dead. With deep 
thanks and upward glance to the 
Lord of Hosts for the guidance He so 
mercifully vouchsafed to our great 
emperor, we will recall that the 
countless souls of all those who once 
stood face to face in hot encounter 
will look down upon us this day from 
whence they stand around the throne 
of the Supreme Judge, 'united in 


- eternal peace." 


Emperor William strongly empha- 


sized the words "all" and "both' 
his utterances, when referring to "al! 
the brave soldiers of both armies.

The first horseless carriage ever 


seen oil the streets of the city of 
Fort Wayne arrived here this morn- 
ing at 3 o'clock. The automobile con- 
tained two youug men, 
Messrs. 


Henry S. Pickands and H. B. Tuttle. 
of Cleveland, Ohio, and they put up 
their machine nt the livery barn of 
Messrs. Wlnklemeyer & Hans, on 
West Main street, and registered at 
the Wayne hotel, where they were 
seen this morning by a representa- 
tive of The Sentinel. Mr. Pickands, 
the.owner of the vehicle, obligingly 
furnished the reporter with a good 
deal of information regarding it and 
told of several of their experiences 
while en route from Cleveland. They 
left the University club in that city 
at 7 a. m. on Wednesday and came by 
way of Toledo, averaging about fif- 
teen miles on hour. 
They stated 


that the roads were mostly in excel- 
lent condition and that they often 
made twenty miles an hour on a good 
piece of road, that being the limit of 
speed of the machine. 


Mr. Tuttle stated that when about 


ten miles this side of Defiance, Ohio, 
they met with an accident that nearly 
wrecked their automobile and dis- 
abled the occupants. 
They were 


making about eighteen miles an hour 
on a down grade, when the vehicle 
ran into a rail that had been placed 
across the road for some unknown 
purpose. The dashboard was broken 
and both young men had their legs 
severely cut and bruised, but for- 
tunately, though the vehicle suffered 
some damage, the machinery was un- 
iujured and they were able to pro- 
ceed to the next town, where the 
breakage was repaired.

AN INVASION THAT FAILED. 


New York. Aug 18.—A dispatch 


to the Herald from Santo Domingo 
says: Another invasion from Hayti 
wns attempted Tuesday. The govern- 
ment forces met the insurgents near 
Monte Cristi and after lively fight- 
ing the invaders were dispersed and 
it is reported some of them were cap- 
tured. This may end the trouble in 
that section, as the 
revolutionary 


movement larks organization anil is 
sporadic in its nature. 
The revolu- 


tionists so fur have carried on only 
a guerilla warfare mid the govern- 
ment is, therefore, not dismayed by 
the outbreaks. 
Hepovts from 
the 


interior say that everything is quiet. 
During the celebrations incident to I 
the national holiday there was a de- 
monstration this evening 
in 
the 


Plaza Colon, in this city, by 
the 


younger citizens against the govern- 
ment. 
Speeches calculated to incite 


the populace were made and a procla- 
mation signed by business men and 
lawyers was distributed. It demand- 
ed that the present officials retire in 
favor of new men, but it disclaimed 
any intention of accomplishing the 
change by force. 
Several of 
the 


leaders were arrested and the trouble 
_.»ems now at an end, but the inci- 
dent shows that discontent 
exists. 


The people generally are 
hopeful 


that the civil troubles will soon be 
settled. 


Tromsoe, Norway, Aug. 18.—Wal- 


ter Wellman and the survivors of the 
polar expedition led by him arrived 
here last evening on the steamei 
Capella, having 
successfully com- 


pleted their explorations in Franz 
Josef Land. Mr. Wellmau discovered 
important new lands and many is 
lands. 


The expedition brings a grim story 


of Arctic tragedy. In the autumn of 
1898 an outpost called Fort McKinley 
was established^ in latitude 81. It 


as a house built of rocks and roofed 


over with walrus hide. Two Nor- 
wegians, Paul Bjorvig and Bert Bent- 
sen, the latter of whom was with 
Nansen on the Pram, remained there. 
The main party wintered in a can- 
vas-covered hut called Hnrmsworth 
house, at Cape Tegethoff, on the 
southern point of Hall's island, lati- 
tude 80. 


SLEDGE TRIP IN FEBRUARY. 
About the middle of February, be- 


fore the rise of the sun to Its winter 
iciglit, Mr. Wellmnn, with three Nor- 
wegians and forty-five dogs, started 
north. It was the earliest 
sledge 


journey on record in that high lati- 
tude. 


On reaching Fort McKinley Mr. 


Wellman found Bentsen dead, but 
Bjorvig. according to promise, had 
cept the body in the house, sleeping 
jeside it through two months of Arc- 
tic darkness. Notwithstanding his 
terrible experience the survivor was 
safe and cheerful. 


Pushing northward through rough 


ice and severe storms, with a contin- 
uous temperature for ten days be- 
tween 40 and 50 degrees below zero, 
the party found new lands north of 
Freedom island, where Nansen land- 
ed in 1895. 'By the middle of March 
all hands were confident of reaching 
latitude 87 or 88, If not the pole 
itself. 
VICTIMS OF MANY DISASTERS. 


Then began a secession of disas- 


ters. Mr. Wellman. while leading 
the party, fell into a snow-covered 
crevasse, seriously injuring one of 
his legs nnd compelling a retreat. 
Two days later the party was aroused 
at midnight by anr icequake under 
them, due to pressure. In a few mo- 
ments mnny dogs ,werc crushed and 
the sledges destroyed. The members 
of the expedition narrowly escaped 
with their lives, although they man- 
aged to save their precious sleeping 
bags and some dogs and provisions. 


On Mr. Wellman's condition becom- 


ing alarming, as inflammation set in, 
the brave Norwegians dragged him 
on a sledgo, by forced marches, nenr: 
ly 200 miles to headquarters, arriv- 
ing there early last April Mr. Well- 
man is still unable to walk and will 
probably be permanently crippled. 


NEW LANDS ARE EXPLORED. 
After reaching headquarters other 


members of the expedition explored 
regions hitherto unknown and im- 
portant scientific work was done by 
Lieut. Evelyn B. Baldwin, of the 
United States weather bureau; Dr. 
Edward Horma, of Grand Haven, 
Mich., and A. Harlan, of the United 
States const survey. The expedition 
killed forty-seven bears nnd many 
walruses. 


The Capella arrived at Cape Teget- 


hoff in search of. the expedition July 
27 last. August 9 she met the Stella 
Polar, bearing the expedition headed 
by Prince Luigi, duke of Abruzzt, 
which had sailed from Archangel to 
recoiinoiter northwest Franz Josef 
Land and to meet, if possible, the 
Wellman expedition. 


Mr. Wellman and his companions 


found no trace in Franz Josef Land 
of the missing aeronaut, Professor 
Andree.

START MADE IN 1898. 


New York, Aug. 18.—The Wellman 


expedition wns started in June, 1898, 
nnd is the second which he has Jed in 
search of the north pole, the first one 
having taken place in 1893 and 1894. 
On his first attempt Wellmaii's ship. 
the Rngnoald Jari, wns crushed in 
the ice, but he came back undaunted 
and determined to make the trial 
again. 


Mr. Wellman went abroad in 1897 


and laid his plans for the second ex- 
pedition before Nansen, the explorer. 
He unfolded the details of a sledge 
trip of 110 days for 550 miles to the 
north pole by way of Franz Josef 
Land, which lies almost north from 
Nova Zembla', and hnd previously 
been explored as for as latitude 82, 
and snid that he intended to estab- 
lish a supply sta' n at Cape Flora, 
In latitude 80. 


NANSEN APPROVES PLANS. 
Nansen approved the plans, and 


after Wellman had returned to this 
country he also secured the approval 
of the National Geographical society, 
of which Prof, A. Graham Bell was 
president, and that organization, as 
well as the JJnltcd States coast and

•ay, returned to Tromsoe and re- 


ported having landed the Wellmnn 
party at Cape Tegethoff, and that Mr. 
Wellman had established a supply 
house near Cape Flora. It was Mr. 
Wellmaii's declared intention before 
he sailed to have the Fridtjof go 
back to Tromsoe after carrying him 
to Franz Josef Land, nnd then return 
for the party the next summer. The 
icws of the return of the expedition 
is the first intelligence of it which 
the world has had since August 30. 
1898. 
Some anxiety for the fate of 


the party has been felt since then. 


Mr. Wellman's general plan wns to 


rench the pole by sledging expedi- 
tion over pack ice. Leaving two or 
three men in charge at Cape Flora, 
ic was to push on north with half a 
dozen others, taking small canvas 
boats, sledges and dogs, and after

Shortly before 
Henry perpetrated the forgery an 
agent named Guenee, Henry's right 
hand man, prepared a report declar- 
ing M. Casteline (republican

sionist, deputy for Laon division of 
Aisne) was about to play the hand 
of the Dreyfus family by unmasking, 
in the chamber of "deputies, the pris- 
oner's accomplices, thus having the 
affair reopened. 


Colonel Picquart incidentally com- 


plained bitterly that while he was 
still chief of the inteligence depart- 
ment Henry's tool, Guenee, should 
be allowed to make reports against 
the witness, who had then estab- 
lished n connection between the re- 
ports of Guenee and the false depo- 
sition of Henry, who had testified 
that he had seen the witness seated 
in Maitre Leblois' office with the doc- 
ument containing the words "cette 
canaille de D—" before them.

DISCLOSED TO BOISDEFFRE. 
'In answer to my request," said 


the witness, "General De Boisdeffre 
wrote me, asking me to meet him a:

hazy.

DEATH OF LIEUT. COL. LOHE. 


New. York, Aug. 18.—A dispatch

day.

NEWSPAPER ATTACKS. 


The witness then turned to the

LEARNED OS FOEOERIES. 


It was -then Picquart learned of the 


existence 6f the forged secret docu- 
ments directed (gainst himself and 
foresaw his ownfiutn if- the Dreyfus 
affair was reopened, and to safe- 
guard himself he intrusted to a law- 
yer friend a certain letter from Gen- 
eral Gonse, at the same time ac- 
quainting the lawyer with what he 
knew of Esterhazy, and instructing 
the lawyer how he should intervene, 
•if the occasion demanded it." 


This lawyer, M. Leblols, communi- 


cated with M. Scheuer-Kestner, then 
one of the. vice presidents of the sen- 
ate, and the representations of the 
latter to Premier Meline's govern- 
ment followed. 


When Picquart's furlough was due, 


General Leclerc, commanding in Tu- 
nis, was ordered to send Picquart to 
the frontier of Tripoli. Leclerc com- 
mented to the witness on this abnor- 
mal order and Picquart confided to 
the general the probable reasons for 
it and his belief in the innocence of 
Dreyfus. 
General Leclerc thereupon

JUDGES WERE DECEIVED. 


In the meanwhile a campaign in 


Paris was continued. Esterhazy ap- 
peared among the witnesses aird ac- 
cused me. 


Picquart here created a sensation 


by incidentally remarking tbat the 
judges in 1804 were shamefully de- 
ceived in having the document con- 
taining the words "cette canaille 
de D—" communicated to them. 


Witness bitterly recited the details 


of the various machinations with the 
view of Incriminating him, Insti- 
gated by Henry, Esterhazy and Paty

Colonel Lohe took these
